Briscoe said, however, he 
was keeping an open mind on 
the session and would listen 
to anyone with acceptable 
ideas on how to cut energy 
costs. 
He said he doubted that 
even the failure of one of the 
biggest natural gas suppliers 
in the state would cause him 
to bring the lawmakers back 
to 
Austin. 
Lo-Vaca 
Gathering Co., the natural 
gas supplier for Austin, San 


Antonio, Corpus Christi and 
most of Central and South 
T exas, 
rep o rted ly

World Travelers Pick Plano

“ When 
your 
children 
are 
almost 
ready 
for 
graduation and have never even seen a vacuum 
sweeper, it’s tim e to come home, so that’s what we 
did,” said Carole Doily, an employee* at the Plano 
Public Library. 
Carole’s husband, a Pan-Am employee, was sent to 
Venzuela 15 years ago, and at that time their oldest 
child was only six weeks of age. From there, they 
moved to Puerto Rico to live and then to Mexico. 
“ It was when the* children began to grow old enough 
to hunt for part-time jobs, which are not available in 
Mexico, and the need for them to live in their own 
country that finally brought us back to the States,” she 
said. 
Carole is the acquisition librarian and has lived in 
Plano about four years. 
She said during the first year in Plano, both she and 
her husband attended college 
he to SMU and she went 
to North Texas State. 
“ During our travels, I suppose Mexico was the 
hardest country to live in, simply because of their 
law's,’’ she said, explaining that having an accident in a 
car in that country is a dangerous thing to do for more 


reasons than just the possibility of being hurt. 
“ We had been warned that if we ever had an ac ­ 
cident, we should leave the scene of the accient as soon 
as possible, and certainly before the police arrived, or 
else be prepared to pay out a lot of money. 
“ Well,” she went on, “ I had an accident and we all 
piled out and left the car, but later sent a tow truck to 
pick it up, and they had to bt* responsible for the cash 
donation,” she laughed. 


Asked if eating caused any illness in Mexico, she said 
no more than anywhere else, saying they had been sick 
everywhere they ever lived. 
The Deilys are originally from Idaho, but chose 
Plano because of their Dallas contacts through 
aviation. She said several reasons motivated their 
move to this area and one was that universities would 
be near for the children. However, she laughed and 
said so far, none of them w ere in college at the present 
time. 


Carole is a lively addition to the public library. She is 
well liked by her colleagues and appreciated by the 
patrons of the library, who find her friendliness con­ 
tagious.

•Crime Alert 
More Attention 
Focused on Rape

I lie most under reported crime, rape, is gradually 
coining to public attention 
In 11)74, more than 55,000 crim inal assaults were 
recorded in this country, hut law enforcement officials 
lielieveas m any as two thirds of the offenses are never 
reported. 
Fear and or embarrassment has apparently led the 
victims to keep the crime a secret, hut more sym 
pathetic treatment from police agencies and a greater 
public awareness is increasing the number of offenses 
reported. 
Two rapes have already been reported i i i Plano this 
year, compared to none last year and one in 1974 One 
of the victims was brought here from Dallas and the 
other was a local girl who was piek<*d up on the street 
and driven to an isolated area. 
In 1974 the victim risk rate for the Dallas Fort Worth 
Standard Metropolitan Statistical Area 
of which 
Plano is a part was 40.8 per hundred thousand 
population. 
Statistics for 1975 have not yet been completed.* but 
preliminary findings indicate that urban areas of more 
than 100,000 population have a victim risk rate of 45.2 
The Texas Dept of Public Safety says 3,508 rapes 
were reported across the state in 1975 with an assault 
occurring every two and a half hours. 
There are three schools of thought on how to deal 
with a rapist Some believe you should stay calm and 
attempt to reason w ith him 
Others think you should scream and stay alert to an 
opportunity lo run, while still others advise fighting the 
attacker. The method you choose to defend yourself 
will have lo be what you think l>est in the cir­ 
cumstance's. 
The prevailing theory accepted by police is to use 
your natural defenses as soon as you are attacked. 
They recommend that you scream and make a scene 
Scratch with your fingernails; bite if a hand comes 
near your mouth; kick with the point of your shoe; 
shove packages into Ins arm s; swing your purse at his 
head, drop luggage on his feet 
lf you’re grabbed from behind, police say to jab your 
elbow backwards into your attacker, grind your fist 
into the hand clamped over your mouth and stamp your 
heel into his foot 
pain w ill discourage most attackers. 
Escape' at the first chance by running toward a 
crowd or open place of business for help. Police note, 
however, that you should choose a hiding place with 
another opening in case the attacker finds you again 
Other police tips include:

He said the only trick in 
making good yogurt involves 
using the right mixture ol 
milk products. He recom­ 
mends fortified skim milk 
because it contains about 
five per cent extra milk 
solids. 
“ If you use low fat or one 
per cent (fat) 
milk, add 
about five per cent more 
solids, say, about one and a 
half ounce of dried milk 
solids to a quart by weight to 
get a firmer, faster setting ” 
Bandier 
said 
low-fat 
yogurt 
has 
much 
to 
recommend it; it contains 
about 60 fewer calories pci 
cup than the full-fat type.
